- THE Flouriſhing, and Proſperous. State of ſome 
af the vileſt of Sinners in this World, has from the 
time of David until now, been made uſe of by the 
Atheiſtical aud Prophane, as a ſtanding Argument 
againſt Religion; and too often has prevail'd in the 
Minds of good Men themſelves, ſo as to prove a ſtag- 


gering Odjection againſt a Divine Providence. When 


we fee thoſe that forget God, yea blaſpheme his 
Name, and deſpiſe his Sovereignty, grow Rich, 
and Great, and have more than Heart could wiſh ; 
while the Good Man' ſeems to ſuffer moſt in the 
ways of Holiaeſs ; or at leaſt to meet with no better 
Treatment in this Life than the Wicked: Some are 
ready to ſay, What Profit is there in waiting upon 
God ? Or what Advantage in keeping his Com- 
mandments ? Surely we have cleanſed our Hands in 
vain. 

+SUCH Language as this would indeed juſtly fol- 
low upon ſuch Obſervations, if the Grave put an 
end to our Beings; or if the Scriptures had left us 
in the dark as to a future State: But when we are 
forewarn'd not to judge of Love or Hatred by the 
Things that are before us, and are directed to another 
World to look for the impartial diſtribution. of Pu- 
niſhments and Rewards; our Expectations of Hap- 
pineſs or Miſery ſhould be transferr'd to the Life to

_ WHATEVER Emphalis the Abſtract may ſeem 
to carry in it, yet to be ſure the Perfection and Up- 
rightneſs intended, and ſpoke of in this «place, is 
what we are capable of coming up to in our pre- 
ſent Circumſtances, as Lapſed, Apoſtate Creatures ; 
As we find in the Caſe of Fob, who was juſt ſuch 


a Perſon 
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a Perſon as we are here call'd upon to obſer ve and 
take notice of: God himſelf witneſſing concerning 
him, that He was 4 Perfelt and an Upright Man *, 
Yet Jab afterwards ſpeaking of Perfection in the 
ſtricteſt Senſe, ſays, If 1 ſay 1 am perfect, it ſhall 
alſo prove me perverſe f. To be' abſolutely free 
from Sin, is what no meer Man ever did, or can 


attain to in this World. There is not 4 juſt Man 


upon Earth that doeth good, and ſinneth not ||. - 

THE Perfe& Man is one who, according to the 
ſenſe of the Covenant of Grace, ſincerely, and to 
the utmoſt of his Ability, ſtudies to know, and en- 
deavours to obey the Commands of God ; heartily 
bewailing all his Defects, mourning for all his Sins, 
and conſtantly ſtriving to amend what he ſees a- 
miſs *. S0 I take Perfection and Uprightneſs to be but 
two different Expreſſions of one and the ſame thing. 
Which the Apoſtle fully explains in his own Pra- 
Tice, when he ſays, Herein do I exerciſe my ſelf, 
to have always a Conſcience void of Offence, toward 


Soad, and toward Man . 


PERFECTION, as it is aſcrib'd to any ſince the 
Fall, is to be meaſur'd by a ſincere Compliance 
with the Terms of Salvation; not by a compleat ob- 
ſerving, and keeping ſtrictly to the Rules of Duty. 
That Man is Perfect, who attains to what God ag- 
cepts, tho? he cannot fulfil all that God commands. 

NOW a Perſon may be ſaid to arrive at this, 
when he firmly believes the great Truths of Reli- 
gion; and without Reſerve, or Exception complys 
with all its Injunctions. He is not afraid, nor a- 
ſham'd to own God before Men; but accounts it his

Honour to be employ'd in his Service : And yet he 
does not ſatisfy himſelf in an external Profeſſion 
meerly, but is careful to maintaia the Power as well. 

He is one that ſeeks to 
cover no Sin from the ſight of God; and that earneſt - 
ly defires no Duty may be conceaPd from his own 
Eye.

Hk is one that's ſertled and effabliſh'd in the ways 


of Holineſs, ſtarting back at no ſeeming Difficulties : 
diſcourag'd by no Oppoſitions: drawn aſide by no 
Temptations ; but with a ſteddy and unſhaken Pur- 
poſe purſues his Intentions of Perſeverance. He is 
not carry'd away with the Humour of the Age; 
nor influenc'd by a multitude. of evil Examples; 
but whatever others do, he will ſerve the Lord x.

How Melancholy ſo- 
ever the ſight of a Tomb or Vault may be to the 
Sinner; yet the Language of a Dying Believer is, 
I ſee that gloomy Cell where this Body muſt lie a 
Prey to Worms; be turned to Rottenneſs and Duſt ; 
but believe the very Death of the Saints is precious iu 
the ſight of God *f; and I know that my Redeemer lives, 
and that he ſhall ftand at the latter Day upon the Earth. 


Aud tho after my Skin, Worms deſtroy this Body, yet 


in my Fleſh ſhall I fee God Mhom I ſhall ſee {” my ſelf, 
and my Eyes ſhall behold, and not another |. This 
very Body ſhall be reſtored to me, not another be- 
ſtow'd on me. The Apoſtle raiſes the true Chr iſti- 
an even to Joys and Triumphs at the approach of 
Death. O Death where is thy Sting? O Grave where 
is thy Victory & ? © N bb : 
WELL then, if in Comfortable Reviews of what 
is paſt ; Hopeful Proſpects of what is to come; iu- 
ward Calmneſs and Compoſedneſs of Spirit, as to 
what is preſent; willing and hearty Reſignation of

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all External Enjoyments ; and a Reconciliation to th? 
Grave it ſelf, and to a ſtate of Corruption; if in al 
theſe things, I ſay, we have had a true account how 
it is with the Perfect and Upright Man on a Death- 
bed, we may well ſay bis End is Peace. 

I have enlarged on theſe Particulars, by compar- 
ing the Death of the Righteous and Wicked toge- 
ther; becauſe this is what the Context more direct- 
ly leads our Thoughts to. And if in ſome few In- 
{ſtances our Obſervations ſhould be excepted againſt, 
either on the one ſide; or the other, yet that does 
not invalidate any thing that has been ſaid : How- 
ever, leſt any ſhould lay too much ſtreſs on ſuch 
Exceptions, I ſhall further add, That if an Upright 
Man ſhould Die diſconſolate, and in the Dark; or if 
an Impious Wretch ſhould Die quietly, and at Eaſe; 
yet as to the final determination of their State hereaf- 
ter, the End of the former is nndoubtedly, and with- 
out any exception Peace ; when that of the latter is 
as certainly, and univerſally Ruin and Deſtruction. 

IF a Pious Soul ſet in a Cloud in this World, tis 
ſure to riſe without any in the next: Whereas the 
Wicked that ſinks away ſilently and quietly out of 
this Life, plunges into a Sea of Wrath in the o- 
ther World. Death does not make an utter End of 
us, and therefore our Thoughts ſhould not be con- 
fin'd to this when we ſpeak of the End of a Man; 
but that is our End which fixes us in àn unalterabie 
State; and which for ever concludes us Happy or 
Miſerable. To proceed then, 1 
2. THE Eternity, and State after Death, which a 
Good Man enters into is Peace: When that of the 
Sinner is to be cut off. The Wicked ſhall be turned in- 
to Hell, and all the Nations that forget God *. But he

will redeem the Righteous Soul from the Power of the 
Grave; for be ſhall receive it T. 

PERHAPS ſome are ready to ſtop me here with 
this Objection, That the Words we are upon do not 
ſpeak of the Eternal Condition of the Soul, nor were 
defign'd to repreſent its Immopplity ; Which the Jews 
were generally Ignorant of, ànd we find their Law 
mentioning only Temporal Bleſſings and Curſes. 

TO this I Reply, that it were eaſy to prove from 
many places in the Old Teſtament, that a Life af- 
ter this was firmly believ'd, and hop'd for by the 
more ſerious and ſenſible part of the Fewiſh Nation 
from the times of the Patriarchs, to the End of the 
Prophets; and that David eſpecially had a clear 
Senſe of this. But it ſhall ſuffice for the Preſent to 
obſerve, That, | | 

AS to meer Death, and the Concluſion of our 
preſent Being, we read elſewhere in the Book of 
Pſalms, that ſometimes the Wicked have no Bands in 
their Death *, i. e. they die as quietly and undiſtur- 
bedly as the Godly may ſeem to do: So that the 
Pſalmiſt's Thoughts and Intent could not be deter- 
min'd by their Death meerly, when he would diſtin- 
guiſh betwixt the End of the Good and Bad. 

NAY ſuppoſe the Upright Man ſhould always 
have a more peaceful Exiqgghan the Prophane; yet 
only to die comfortably could never in any fair way of 
arguing ſatisſie for a whole Life of Sorrow and Troubles; 
which this Text ſuppoſes, and is brought to account 
for. It muſt mean ſomething that's better than all 
the Wealth, and Joys of the Wicked; and that is 
preferrable to an Age of uninterrupted Earthly Pro- 
ſperity : Which a few Days eaſineſs on a Death-bed, 
will hardly be granted by any Man to be.

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IF ic ſhould further be urged, that this is ſpoken 
of the Bleſſings and Happineſs that ſhall deſcead to 
the Righteous Man's Family, and Poſtericy at his 
Deceaſe : yet, that does not ſerve to ſtate the final 
Difference berwixt the Juſt, and the Unjuſt : be- 
cauſe the Seed of the former are often unhappy as 
well as the latter ; and the Poſterity of the latter we 
many times ſee proſperous as well as the former. 
So that upon theſe Conſiderations we may very ſafe- 
Iy .conclude, that the ſtate after Death, which the 
Holy and Upright Perſon enters into, was what the 
] PſaJmilt had an Eye to in our Text; and what we 

| may properly enlarge our Thoughts upon, 
W | THE Reſurrection of the Dead is what we have 

now. ſuch Aſſurances, and Expreſs Revelations of, 
as puts the matter out of all doubt. Whoare plain- 
15 ly told, That the Hour is coming in which all that are 
Wo in the Graves ſhall heat the Voice of the Son of Man, 
8 and ſal! come forth: They that have done Good, to the 
1 Reſurrection of Liſe, and they that have done Evil, ta 
Wo the Reſurreilion of Damnation *. And again, That all 
! Nations ſhall be gather d before him; ſome ſhall be ſer 
on his Right Hand, others on his Left; that the one 
ſhall go away into Everlaſting Puniſhment, the other into 
Life Eternal |. 

BUT the chief and gr&t Diſſiculty here may ſeem 
to lie in proving that the Soul of a Saint does im- 
mediately cuter into a ſtate of Happineſs as ſoon as 
the Body is dead: which if ic do not, the Peace of 
the Wicked is as great in a ſecurity from all Diſtur- 
bance, as that of the Rightcous ; for in the Grave 
they are equally at reſt,, and if the Soul ſleep with 
the Body, they yet lie undiſtinguiſht. 
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I cannot now ſtay to form, and proſecute the Ar- 
guments which have given ſatisfaction to ſome in 
this Point; as drawn from God's calling himfel 
the God of Abraham, Iſaact and Facob four hundre 
Years after their Death; and yet he is not the God of 
the Dead, but of the Living *, nor ſhail I enlarge on 
thoſe Words of our Saviour to the Thief on | the 
Croſs, This Day ' ſhalt thou be with me in Paradiſe |. 
Nor have I time to give you the full meaning of that 
Text in the Hebrews, where we read of the Spirits of 
Juſt Men made perfe# K. And unlefs we bad leiſute 
to explain theſe Scriptures, ſo as to guard 2gaiatt the 
common Objectious, which ſome bave ſtarted to over- 
turn, and darken. their direct and obvious Senſe ; 
I reckon it the beſt way only thus to propoſe them 
to your Conſideration. ö | 
THERE are two Paſſages l wonld a little inſiſt 
upon, to eſtabliſh our Belief of this Truth; That 
the Soul of an Upright Holy Perſon enters into à peace- 
ful happy State at the Death of the Body; and theſe are 
ſo much to the purpoſe, as to ſerve inſtead of ma- 
ny. The one is that Prayer of Stephen, the firſt 
Chriſtian Martyr, when he was a Dying : Lord Je- 
ſus receive my Spirit F. Which is moſt ſolemn com- 
mending his Soul to Chriſt, when his Body was 
Ston'd to Death: And proves, that it was ſomething 
out of the reach of Man's Cruelty and Power to 
hurt or deſtroy ;- coaſequently that it was a Being 
diſt inct from the Body, and ſhould exiſt after that 
was Murder'd ; agreeable to what our Lord ſpeaks, 
when he admoniſhes his Diſciples nor to fear them 
which can kill the Body, and after that have no more

Matth. xxii, 32. + Luke xxiii 43. Heb. xii. 23. + Adds 
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that they can do; but to fear him who is able to deſtroy 
both Soul, and Body in Hell T. Nor does this only 
prove the ſeparate Exiſtence of the Soul; leaving 
us ſtill at a loſs to know how it is diſpos'd of when 
it goes from the Body, and during the time of its 
Separation, But we may certainly infer that the 
Soul of every Saint goes to Heaven; for it was there 
that Stephen ſaw Jeſus, and with him he beg'd his 
Soul might be. Further, if He had only commended 
his Spirit to God, to be laid up in a ſafe, but inſen- 
fible State till the Reſurrection, He deſir'd no more 
for that, than he did for the Body; and would as 
well have ſaid, Into thy Hands 1 commend my Body; 
as have pray'd, Lord Jeſus receive my Spirit &. 
BUT I would turn to another Paſſage, which may 
give further Satisfaction in this matter: and ſeems 
to be out of the reach of any rational Evaſion. Me 
walk by Faith, and not by Sight, ſays the great Apo- 
ſtle: We behave our ſelves, not as thoſe that are 
govern'd by ſenſible Objects, but as thoſe that have 
a firm Belief and Expectation of a Life, and Happi- 
neſs to come; which bleſſed State we are confident 
of ; and willing rather tobe ABSENT from the BO- 
Dr; and PRESENT with the LORD T. I 
would here ask any Man, only deſiring he would 
not trifle, or play the fool in a Caſe of ſuch Impor- 
Fince, what he can think is meant by being preſent

* -The 4poſile Paul never thought it a matter of Diſpute or Que- 
ftiong whether the Soul could att, and think without tbe belp and 
inſtrum nt of ibe Body. For when he is ſpeaking of bis Viſions, and 
Extaries, be plainly tells us be lnew not wie) it was in the Body, 
or out of the Body, that he kad ſuch Revelations: reckoning the one 
&5 probable as the other, and neither of them unreaſonable

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with the Lord at the ſame time that we are ſaid to 


be abſent from the Body? Doubleſs we muſt con- 
clude that is a living with God as Active, Intelligent 
Beings; for ſuch we are in the Body, now abſent 
from the Lord; therefore ſuch we muſt be, when 
preſent with the Lord, and abſent from the Body; 
Beſides it is ſuch a being preſeat with God, as the 
Apoſtle deſires to leave this World for the ſake of ; 
which, conſidering the uſeful Station he was in, and 
the extraordinary Inſtances he had of the Divine Fa- 
vour, and Loving-kindneſs in this Life; he would 
never have wiſh'd for, much leſs earneſtly groan d 
after, if he had once imagin'd He ſhould lie in a 
ſtate of Inactivity. W 

SO that upon very good Ground I may again ſay 
the State of the Upright after Death, is a State of 
Peace: And that not only in being freed from all the 
Diſturbances, Troubles and Afflictions of this Life; 
but according to the moſt comprehenſive ſenſe of 
the word Peace amongſt the Jews; which included, 
and was deſign'd to expreſs all Bleſſings, and Hap- 
pineſs. Both which we have in that one Text, 
Bleſſed are the Dead that die in the Lord from hence- 
forth : yea, ſaith the Spirit, that they may reſt from 
their Labours; and their Works do follow them &. 

HERE I ſhall diſmiſs theſe Conſiderations, to make 
way for a more full, and diſtinct Account of what 
I promis'd to lay before you : And what by this 
time you may juſtly expect I ſhould come to. 

I WOULD not be thought ſo much a Friend to 
the Flattery of ſuch Occaſions, as to ſay any thing 
meerly to conform to Cuſtom : but in Juſtice to the 
Perſon deceas d: In obedience to the deſire of Rela» 
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tions, and Acquaintance; and in hopes of promot- 


ing the good of your Sopls, I ſhall attempt a plain 
and faithful Narrative of what I know, and have been 
credibly inform'd concerning him. This I ſhall draw 
up under the Direction of what has been already 
ſaid, by obſerviag the Method at firſt propos'd and 
giving an Account firſt of the Character; ſecondly 
the End of this Perſon: In the Conſideration of both 
theſe I might repeat, and apply to him in particu- 
lar, what has been ſpoken of the Perfect Man in ge- 
neral : for he was, in the ſenſe given of Perfection 
and Vprightne/s, one to whom thoſe Expreſſions did 
really belong; and his End was Peace. 


I. WE ſhall endeayour briefly to lay before you 
his Character: To introduce which *tis fit I ſhould 
inſcribe his Name at the Beginning (a Name worthy 
to be recorded. on Earth, as no doubt but it is writ- 
ren ia Heaven) and acquaint you with his Birth and 
Parentage. 

THE Perſon we are now to ſpeak of, was 
Atr. CALEB HEAD: Born of Religious Parents at 
Slaughter near Stow in Gloceſterſhire ;, where his Father 
yet lives, a noted, uſeful Miniſter ; whoſe Piety and 
Moderation has recommended him to the Eſteem of 
all that know him: and I reckon it an Unhappineſs 
that | am not , amongſt the Number. His Circum- 
ſtances in the World are ſuch as ſet him above need- 
ing, or expecting any Contributions from the nu- 
merous Audicory, that with great Delight attend 
his Miniſtry: And what he had deſign'd for this Son, 
might have prov'd an Encouragement to a contrary 
courſe of Life, than that he was remarkable for (as 
we ſee in the caſe of many who have much leſs to de- 
pend upon) if God had not. Gractouſly bogs 
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by a timely foreclofing his Thoughts, and Mind te the 
Allurements, and Temptations of the World. 

I HAVE not room to inſert here an account of 
his Converſion ; which I have at large under his 
own Hand: J muſt refer that to ſome other Place 
and Seaſon. I ſhall only take notice, at preſent, 
that the time of his being firſt impreſſed with 
ſtrong and prevailing Convictions, was very early; 
the carrying on of his Converſion very regular, till 
he was brought into a ſafe and comfortable State. 
His Obſervations and Remarks all along his Life 
are ſolid and {ſenſible ; and abundantly prove him 
to have been a Perfect and Upright Perſon. 2 

He was naturally of a reſerv'd Temper, which, 
however ſometimes diſadvantageous to a Character 
in the Eſteem of ſome; yet when under the right 
Conduct of a Religious diſpoſit ion, proves very ſer- 
viceable. It is a ſecurity from running into much, 
and great Acquaintance: which though Good, often 
proves a Snare ; if Bad too commonly promotes 
our Ruin. That which others of a different Diſpo- 
ſition would have reckon'd a troubleſom Confine- 
ment; to have been ſubject to the ſtrict Rules of ſo 
well regulated a Family, as that in which Diviae 
Providence hath happily placed him, proved to him 
eaſie and agreeable. 

HIS Maſter &, whom he had ſerved the greateſt 
part of the Time of his Apprenticeſhip, is a Witneſs 
to his Faithfulneſs, Underſtanding, Diligence and 
Diſpatch in his Baſineſs. And it is no ſmall Advan- 
tage to theſe Commendatioas, that they are atteſted 
by fo near, and ſtrict an obſerver of him. | 
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WHAT time he had to ſpare from attendance 
on his Maſter's Buſinefs, was very much ſpent in-the 


| beſt Exerciſes. In Reading uſeful and good Books, 


and looking into the ſtate of his Soul; both which 

his Collections and Manuſcripts ſhew he took great 
leaſure in. He was ſometimes ſo very much af- 

Fed in his retired Devotions, as to be over-heard ; 

tho none more careful to get into ſecret than he 

when thus engag'd. | 

- HE was a great lover of Family Prayer, and 


when very young, has been obſerv'd to riſe from 


Knees, with Eyes that diſcover'd how he had been 
concern'd all the while. 

HE was very {tri& in obſerving and keeping holy 
the Lord's-Day : and with a becoming ſeriouſneſs 


would reprove, or admoniſh thoſe that he ſaw ſinned 


it, and idled it away. He was a diligent Pious At- 
tender on Public Worſhip ; and had ſuch a value 
for Sermons, and love to *em, that he did not reck- 
on hearing enough, but has, thought it worth his 
while to write thoſe that he found moſt Benefit by ; 
ſome twice, ſome thrice over. 

As his Education had been amongſt the Baptiſts, 
ſo he had not been Baptiz'd in his Infancy. The 
firſt thing he came to Converſe with me about, was 
concerning the nature of this Ordinance, and what 
was needful to prepare an adult Perſon for it. My 
time, and other circumſtances forbid a relation af 
what paſſed on this Head. It is enough to publiſh, 
that the Reſult of all was an earneſt defire to comply 
with the [nſtitution ; and to have it done as ſpeedily 
as might be. Going into the Country ſoon after, I 
adviſed him to conſult with his Father about it, 
which after he had done, upon his return to London 
he renew'd his Requeſt; and with great * 
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and entire Satisfaction he was Baptiz d *, which 1 
kere mention as an undoubted Evidence, and proof 
of his Uprightneſs and Sincerity ; in not being wil- 
ling to omit, or go on in the negle& of any thing 
which he was convinc'd was a Duty. 
ALL this while Religion lay warm at Heart ; and 
be was better in Reality, than in Appearance. He 
was a true Lover of thoſe he ſaw Piouſly inclin'd ; 
making it his great Concern to Impreſs all his Inti- 
mates with a Senſe of the Weight, and Importance 
of the great Truths of Chriſtianity. There is more 
than one in this Place that have reaſon to bleſs God 
for their Acquaintance with him. 
THIS is the promiſing Youth that's taken from 
amongſt us; and concerning whom, after all that 
has been ſaid, it muſt now be added He i Dead. 
But the conſideration of his peaceful End, and now 
happy Condition, ſhould check our Grief and La- 
mentations. This leads us to give ſome account of, 


II. THE End of this. Perſon. Here I can only 
relate what I have from thoſe that were about him, 
and converſed with him in his Sickneſs : The Na- 
ture of his Diſtemper + «being ſuch, as rendred it 
altogether improper for me to viſit him. Tho? at 
firſt he was very deſirous to have ſeen me, and often 
mentioning my Name; yet was very well ſatisfied 
in my Abſence, when he was told the Reaſon : It 
may be I might have been able to have ſaid ſome- 
thing more on this Head, if I could have attended 
him, than now I can ; but ſcarcely to have remem- 
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bred better what did paſs than the Perſon to whom 
I am bcholden for the Relation. And we have e- 
nough to confirm the Truth of all the aforementi- 
on'd Obſervations upon the peaceful Death of a 
Good Man, in his Happy End. 
HE had great Comfort in Reviewing 4 paſt Life. 
He had indeed a deep Senſe of his Sin lad Imper- 
fections; but a true peace in the Thoughts of what 
God had done for his Soul, and what he had been 
enabled to do for God: The Blood of a Redeemer 
was wat he depended upon; and the Righteouſneſs 
of Chriſt what he only truſted to for his Acceptance 
wich the Father: Which having before by Faith ap- 
ply'd to himſelf; and by unfeign'd Repentance laid 
hold qu; he told thoſe that were ſtanding over him 
His Work was done; and be thanked God he had not 
then to prepare to Die. He expreſſed a great deal 
of pleaſure in thinking of the Time he had ſpent in 
the Service of God ; He would frequeatly be ſpeak- 
Ing of God's Goodneſs and Mercy towards him. 
HE had alſo a ſettled peace in losing to the Life 
to come. When a Friend, with whom he uſed to 
talk freely about his Future State, ask'd him what 
be thonght then of an Eternal World ? He told 
him, That it ſeemed more awful at the near views he 
then bad of it, than ever it did m a time of Health ; 
but he was well ſatisfied of his entring into'a ſafe and 
happy State: and that he truſted the God whom he 
. found ſo gracious before, would not then leave him. 
HE had a remarkable Compoſedneſt, and eaſineſs 
in the frame of his Mind under his Diſtemper, tho 
very uneaſie, and reſtleſs in his Body : and was in- 
tirely reſign'd to the Pleaſure of God ; and if at any 
time Nature ſeem'd to reluctate, and grow trettul, 
he would preſently ſuppreſs its riſings in the Words 


of an Agonizing Saviour, Father thy Will be — 
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HE could lock to every thidg about him with Peace 
too. As for the Pleaſpres and Enjoy ments of the 
World, he. was ſo far fröm being diſturbed at the 
parting with theſe, that he declared He ſaw as 


deſirable here. He ſent for his Bed-fellow, and Fel- 


low- Apprentices, when he thought himſelf near his 
Departure, and thus took his leave of them. The 
firſt (with whom he was more peculiarly Intimate, 
and to whom he had rendred himſelf very valuable) 
he ſpoke to in ſuch Words as theſe, I am juſt 4 go- 
ing, O endeavour to improve the Opportunities which yon 
may ſtill Enjoy « And think of Prons Converſation 
we have had together. When this Perſoa was before 
ſpeaking how Melancholy ke ſhould he after his 
Death, he had told him, That he needed not be con- 
cerned for that, and that in a little time they ſhould meet 

again. 
THE Apprentices he ſingly ſpoke to, calling each 
by their Names; but what he ſaid to the latter, 
ſeemed to be only a Repetition of what he had di- 
rected to the former; and the very words as near as 
can be remembred were theſe. I am now a Dying 
Man, let my Words therefore the more be taken notice 
of. Labour to get an Intereſt in Chriſt before it be too 
late. Defer- not your Repentance to a Sick Bed: How 
unfit am I for that now? Be perſuaded to think there is 
more in Religion than a Show, and an out war d Profeſſion. 
O ſeek after the Power of Godlineſs. Theſe Admoniti- 
ons were his Farewel. God grant they may be thought 
on, and improved by the Parties ſo nearly concern'd 
in them, | 
HE charged his Friend to let his Father and Mo- 
ther know he was gone before them. The beſt Tidings 
he could have ſeat from a Death-Bed ; and a very 
| great 
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great Conſolation it ſhould be to them, to think 
that their Son is not laſt, but gon before *, 

NOW to draw to a Concluſion of this Diſcourſe, 
as faſt as he did to the Concluſion of his Life. When 
he was Speechleſs, one that ſtood by him, deſir'd 
him, if Senſible, and if bis Peace and Comfort yet 
remain'd, that he would lift up his Hands; which 
he immediately did as high as he could, and decent - 


ly continu'd lifting up one of them till he expir'd, 


which was on the nineteenth day of November, 1707. 
being but in the Twentieth Tear of his Age.

be tranſlated from this World to another without 
paſſing thro the Grave: Inſtead of dy ing and leav- 
ing our Bodies in the Duſt, to be rais'd Spiritual, 
Immortal Bodies at the laſt Day; we ſhonld think 
it much more deſirable, like Elijah Il, to aſcend im- 
mediately from Earth to Heaven, dropping our 
Mantles, and our Imperfections only by the way. 
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Bar ſince it is appointed for all Men once ro Die *, and 
we muſt ſubmit co that Appointment Þ ; let us con- 
tent our ſelves in making this our conſtant Requeſt 


and Supplication, that our End may be Peace, and 
our Death Comfortable.

TO Live the Life of the Righteous and to 
1 follow the pious Examples of thoſe that are thus 
happily departed. It is in vain to wiſh for, or ex- 
pect the Comforts of the Upright in Death, if you 
do not conform your ſelves to their Piety, in your 
Lives. Now fee that you come up to the Deſcrip- 
tion of the Perfect Man; and make that your own 
Character, or elſe your Hopes of future Peace and 
Happineſs will all fail, and wretchedly diſappoint 
you : However you may deceive your ſelves for a 
while, yet at laſt you will find that the Hypocrite's 
Hope ſhall periſh, and be cut off; and his Truſt ſhall be 
but as a Spider's Web ||. Believe our deceas'd Friend, 
that a Profeſſion of Religion, and a ſhew of Gadlineſi is 
not enough, Let the Admonitions of Dying Men, of 
by God's Word, of your own Conſciences awake you 
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to 


WHEN indeed we look to ſuch Inſtances as that 


ſtion not but every one of us is ready to cry out, 
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to a timely Repentance of your paſt Wickedneſs, 
and to a ſpeedy Reformation of your Courſe and 
Actions. Let not any of us go away from hence, 
to return to our former evil ways; if we do, Bitter - 
neſs, and not Peace; Damnation, and not Happi- 
neſs, will be our End. And your Miſery and Hell 
will be made more. dreadtul, and aggravated by this 
very Sermon, and this very Providence. The Perſon 


that is now Dead, ſpeaketh to you in ſuch a manner, 


as will encreaſe your future Torment, if you refuſe 
to hear; yea, He will riſe up iu - judgment againſt 


CoulLD I now tell the prophane Wretch, that 
if he perſiſteth in his Debaucheries, and Impenitency, 
this Perſon will certainly appear to him in this World, 
and ſhall come out of his Grave to reprove aad ter- 
rify him: This would ſtartle the moſt harden'd Sin- 
ner, and in all probability be a reſtraint to him. 
Well, I can aſſure you of ſomething that's unſpeax- 
ably more dreadful ; namely, that when the Dead 
ſhall be rais'd at the Day of Judgment, He will, 
then ſtand at the Bar of to witaeſs againſt 


you. | 08 
Bu if the Death of his Body now may prove 
the Life of your Souls; it will add to dis Happi- 
neſs and Glory at laſt; and will be look'd upon 
by him, as what was worth Dying for. Let us then 
be perſuaded by his Example, and Advice, to ſcek 
for au Intereſt in the Blood, and Favour of Cbriſt; 
to get our great Work doife before it be too late; 
to live Godly, Righteous, and Sober Lives; ſo ſhall 
our End, with his, be Everlaſting Peace. | 
HERE I ſhould have concluded, it the Conſide- 
ration of the AGE of our departed Acquaintance 
had- not made it more then pertinent to addreſs my 
ſelf to thoſe that are YOUNG, And fare ſuch 
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4 ſhould double their Regard, and Attention to the 
= Language of this Remarkable Day, wherein one Fu- 
5 neral Sermon is but the Preface to another *; and 
Wo both occaſion'd by the Death of young Perſons. To 

ſuch therefore I would recommend the following 
- Admoaitions. 1 . 

1. DON'T put far from you the Day of Death, 
and of Judgment. None are too young to Die; 
therefore let none of us think our ſelves too young 
to prepare for Death. It is but a little while ſince 
the Perſon, whoſe Deceaſe this Seaſon calls upon us 
to-improve, was Worſhipping God in this place, as 
we now are ; and for any ching we know, in as few 
Days hence, we may be laid where he now is. 0 
that we were wiſe, that we underſtood this, that we 

would conſider our latter End T. Think not that in 
the time of Vouth you may indulge to your Luſts; 
take your fill of Pleaſures; and put the evil Day far 
from yon: but conſider what the End of theſe things 
will be; and how ſuddenly, aud unexpectedly this 
End may come. Remember, and let it reſtrain, and 
moderate thy Deſires after, and Delight in ſenfual 
Pleaſures, and Enjoyments, That ſor all theſe things 

il God will bring thee to Judgment *. | 
'£ 2. DON'T reſt till your Peace be made with 

Fl God. If yon are reached by any Convictions at 

preſent; and are now under the working of any 
ſerious Impreſſions ; let it be your Endeavour to at- 
tend to em, and immediately comply with them. 
Vou are not ſure of the like Advantage again; or 
that ever God will ſpeak to your Conſciences in 
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ſuch a manner any more *. Eſpecially if you ſhould 
now go away, and ſeek to get rid of your preſent 
Thoughts, inſtead of Cheriſhing and Indulging them, 
Jam ſure you have abundant Reaſon to be afraid of 


the worſt. 


IT is a commons thing for ſuch as are under the 
Influence of ſtrong Convictions, to promiſe they will 
fome time or other hereafter hearken to em, and ſer 


about their Duty; but they know not how to do it 


yet. Do you conſider, that you muſt promiſe for 
God, as well as your ſelves, that otherwiſe your Re- 
ſolves are all nothing? and that if you are not ſure 
of the Grace and Spirit of God, to render your pur- 
poſes Effectual, they will all vaniſh and be forgot? 
If you ſeriouſly thought of this, you would not dare 
to run the Hazzard, and Venture of a Moment's de- 
lay, when once you found the Spirit of God moving, 
and enclining you to Repent, and be Converted. 

BUT, ſays the Brisk and Jovial young Man, I am 
now in the Age of Liberty; and for a while ſure 1 
may take my Swing ; may indulge my Natural Incli- 
nations and Affections; I hope to Repent of my Sins 
before I die, and to become a good Chriſtian. I'll 
grant for the preſent, that you may come to Repen- 
tance hereafter; but do you know what that is? 
And what you mean, when you ſay you hope to Re- 
pent ? In plain Engliſh your hope is this, That God 
will ſome time or othier, make every Vein of your 
Hearts ake, and bleed in looking back to what you are 
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Vernis, neque uuo Luna rubens nitet 
Pultu : quid æternis minorem | 
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ow a doing. If you may but run into this and that 


Sin at preſent, you hope that in the bittereſt Agonies 
and Horrors, you ſhall one day wiſh you had never Com- 
mitted it. You hope you are doing that which ſhall 
make you tremble, and ready to tear your ſelves in pieces, 
when you come to Refie upon it. Now how unreaſon- 
able, and mad this Talk is, I leave to your own De- 
termination: And, O that I might now engage you 
not to give Sleep to your Eyes, nor Slumber to your Eye- 
lids this day, till the preſeat Calls and Admonitions 
ave met with ſuitable Entertainment. 

3. BE careful to remember, and often think upon 
ſach Inſtances of Piety, as that which you have been 
hearing of, Think over the Paſlages of his Life and 
Death, and let theſe excite you to, and quicken you 
in; your Duty. Such Perſons are worthy to be had 
in Everlaſting Remembrance; worthy to be talk'd of, 
and kept in view after they are Buried out of fight. 
Theſe are much more profitable Subjects of Diſ- 
courſe, than what Converſation is generally fill'd up 
with ; and inſtead of Railing, RefleQing upon, Back- 
biting, and Cenſuring your Neighbour,for want of 
ſomerhing it may be to talk of, let -me recommend 
the Seriouſnels and Godliaeſs of this Deceaſed young 
Man, as a proper and uſeful Topic to enlarge your 
Converſation upon. Let his Zeal fire your Breaſt 
and may the ſame Spirit that dwelt in Him, deſcend 
upon, and abide with us. 

LASTLY, Let us endeavour carefully to Imitate, 
yea, as far as we can, to exceed all that was Praiſe- 
worthy in our departed Friends. Here we have an 
account of one that ſought God early; that Remem- 
bred his Creator in the days of his Youth, yea, in the 
Days of his Childhood; as he grew up into the World, 
growing up allo into a fitneſs for Heaven. Let this 
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engage you to become Religious betimes; and to 
devote your tender Vears to the Service of God. 
Seek firſt the Kingdom of God and his Righteouſneſ*, 
and all other things ſhall be added unto you . God re- 
cords, and kindly ſpeaks of thoſe that thùs ſeek him. 
Go cry in the Ears of Jeruſalem, ſaith the Lord, I re- 
member the kindneſs of thy Youth, when thou wenteſt 
eſter me in the Wilderneſs +. O that the Loſs of one 
erious young Man might be a means to make many 
ſuch ! And then we ſhall have no reaſon to mourn 
for his being taken from amongſt us. But to ſee the 
Promiſing and Hopeful call'd away in the beginning 
of their Days; none laying it to Heart, or ſtriving 
to riſe up in their ſtead, to own, and ſerve the Lord, 
is a melancholy ſight indeed. | 

I WOULD with the greateſt Importunity beg 
for my ſelf, and all of you that are now coming into 
the World : That we may know the God of our Fa- 
thers *; and may ſtand up to plead his Cauſe againſt 
all the Workers of Iniquity. The ſooner we begin 
to be Religious, the greater Proficiency we are like 
to make; and the more abounding Comfort and Joy 
ſhall we have in the whole of our After- lives: The 
more eminently uſeful we may expect to be in this 
World ; and the more Happy, and Glorious in the 
World to come. | 

BUT let not ſuch, as may think they have alrea- 
dy arriv'd to all that is ſpoken of the Perſon here de- 
ſcrib'd, reſt ſatisfy'd in their preſent Attainments; 
let us ſtill go on (as he, if he had liv'd, no doubt 
would have done) to greater, and higher degrees 
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of Holineſs, and Piety. What we read, or hear of 
ſome of the beſt of Men, is poſſible to be out- done; 
and ſure I am, it is our Duty to aim at ſomething 
further than ever any reach'd to. This only can 
prove us Perfect, and Upright; and this will be 
follow'd with Everlaſting Peace. Mark the Perfect 
Aan and behold the 7 ; for the End of that Man 
is Peace. God grant thał this may be the Character; 
and this the End of every one of us. Amen.

my Underſtanding, and Apprehenſion at that 
time. | 4 n 
I T pleagd God of his own Rich, and Sovereign 
Grace, by theſe things as Means; and the Opera- 
tions of his Regenerating Spirit, as the great Cauſ 
and Agent, to convince me of my Ellen State; 
and to diſpoſe me to a very great Thoughtfulneſs, 
and Concern what I ſhould do to be ſav'd. What- 
ever I read, or heard any way polnting to what I 
apprehended my Caſe, I apply'd to my ſelf; and 
look'd * every Word as directed to me. I 
hearken'd to the Voice of a Miniſter, as the Voice 
of God; whoſe Preſence and Concurrence I was, 
convinc'd of, in the ſuiting things diſcours d of, ex- 
actly to my Condition. This would at ſometimes 
excite ſuch a Sorrow for my Sins, as made me burſt 
out into Tears, and form many a Reſolution ta 
forſake my evil ways; tho' alaG! theſe Impreſ- 
ſions were frequently but ſhort in their Continu- 
ance. | 
| MY Concern to conceal theſe things from the 
notice of others, has ſometimes driven me into the 
Fields, where under ſome Tree or Hedge, as I 
thought out of the way, and reach of Obſervance, 
I would ſpread my Miſerable Caſe before the Great. 
God; begging of him to direct me what 1 1 
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do. Theſe happy Moods wonld prevail a Day or 
_ together, but ſeldom longer before they wore 
again. 
7 MY Conſtant and Cloſe Attendance at School 
at that time, made me too intent upon my Diverſi- 
ons when at Liberty: and ſo much was I taken up 
with thoſe trifling Pleafures I then ſet my Mind up- 
on, as ſcarely to allow my ſelf time to Eat and 
Drink, much leſs to think of my Soul, God, or Eter- 
nity. In a careleſs condition I ſometimes continued 
a Month or more, until it pleaſed God by ſome ſea- 
ſonable affecting Sermon, to revive my former Senſe z 
and awake me into a freſh thoughtfulneſs of the Dan- 
ger I was in. Then would I grieve, and humble 
my ſelf for my forgetfulneſs of God, and my own 
Purpoſes. The Senſe of little Stns lay heavy on my 
Conſcience ; ſuch as Lying, Petty Oaths, and the 
like; which were indeed the worſt, and grofleſt 
Sins that ever I had been guilty of. 4 
THUS variable and unſettled, I liv'd for ſeyeral 
Years together ; ſometimes under great Conviction; 
and at other times without any at all: At one time 
I would break looſe from all my Companions, and ſer 
my ſelf to Prayer ; importunately deſiring that God 
would teach me my Duty, and what I muſt do to 
become a Child of his. At another time I would 
think J had done enough; that I might reſt ſatisfied 
all was well with me, and that I was Converted al- 
ready : Upon which I have been tempted to throw 
off my Concera about the work of my Salvation, and 
to conclude that I was ſafe, and really in a ſtate of 
Reconciliation with God. 
BUT I was ſoon ſenſible, that this was owing to

FOR after all this (as it pleaſed God to order it

on a ſudden, as if I had heard the Voice of God 


. ſpeaking to me, I had a moſt awful and dreadful Re- 


preſentation of my unregenerate State : of my Vile- 
neſs and Sinfulneſs : and of the Judgments I ſtood 
expoſed to: apprehending, that the Juſtice of an 
offended God was ready to ſeize me. I durſt not 
look upwards, for there I thought I ſaw an impartial 
Judge, and an incenſed Majeſty : whoſe Purity and 
Holineſs ; whoſe Greatneſs and Terrors almoſt ſunk 
me into Deſpair.

NEVER ſure ſhall I forget how I uſed to run up 
iato a Garret ; and valve any place where I might 


be ſecret and retired ; to fall down before God, and 
to beg that Direction which was neceſſary to the 
perfecting the Work begun in me; and the eſta- 


bliſning my Hope and Comfort: I open'd my Bible 
with Eyes lift up to Heaven, praying I might meet 
with ſome Paſſage in Scripture that might give eaſe 
and peace to my Mind. I had no ſooner open'd it, 
but the firſt place I turn'd to, was the LIII. Ch. of 
1/2ia4., I read it throughout, very much affected, 
and pouring out a freſh Flood of Tears, when I 
look d upon it as the account of what my Saviour 
underwent for my ſake; believing all that was 
Propheſied, and ſpoken of him. 

WHO hath believed our Report? And to whom is 
the Arm of the Lord Revealed? For he ſhall grow up 
before him as a tender Plant, and as a Root out of the 
dry Ground: He hath no Form nor Comlineſs; and 
when we ſhall ſec him, there is no Beauty that we ſhould 
deſire him. He is deſpiſed and rejected of Men, 4 
Man of Sorrows, and acquainted with Grief : aud we 
hid as it were our Faces from him; he was deſpiſed, 
and we eſteemed him not. Surely he hath born our 
Griefs, and carried our Sorrows: yet we did eſteem 
him Ftricken, ſmitten of God, and afflicted. But He 
was wounded for our Tranſgreſſiuns; He was bruiſed 
for our Iniquities: The Ch4$tiſement of our Peace 
was upon him, and with his Stripes we are healed, 
GCC. 

O HOW did my Heart diſſolve, and melt at 
the.Keading of theſe Words! I read 'em over, and 
over again; Meditating on them, and wondring ; 

till

till not being able to contain my Thoughts any 
longer, I broke out into ſuch Expreſſions as theſe, 
Lord ! What manner of Love is this that thou 
ſhould'ſt ſo regard poor Sinners, as to he wounded 
for their Tranſgreſſion, and Die for their Sins. O 
deareſt Saviour Didſt thou lay down thy Life for 
me ? One that could profit thee nothing at all: Vea, 
one that has deſpiſed thy Grace and Love. 

WHEN I come to make the Application of thy 
Death and Sufferings to my own particular Caſe ; 
I am filled with Aſtoniſhment at thy Goodneſs, 
and my own YVileneſs. I could with that my Head 
was Water ; and my Eyes as Fountains of Tears, 
that I might weep day and night for my ungrate- 
ful, diſingenuous Carriage towards thee. Was thy 
Side and Heart pierced for my ſake? Thy Bleſſed 
Hands nailed to a Curſed Tree ? Thy ſacred Tem- 
ples encircled with a Crown of Thorns; that ſuch 
a Wretch as I am may be Crown'd with Everlaſt- 
ing Glory? O adorable Love!, and for Ever to 
be adored ; that has thus been manifeſted to a Sin- 
ful World. Lord ! I can never enough lament my 
Sinfulneſs, or ſufficiently expreſs my Hatred of 
thoſe Iniquities which were the cauſe of theſe thy 
Sufferings : Never, never, will I again look with a 
liking npon that which has ſhed thy moſt precious 
Blood. 15 

THUS was I overcome with the Senſe of my Sa- 
viour's Kindneſs and Love; his Death and Suffer- 
ings; and lay weeping bitterly at the foot of his 
Croſs, ſtill continuing to read in the place above 
quoted. When I came to the LIV. Chapter of that 
Prophecy; I laid hold on all the Bleſled Promiſes 
there recorded, as made to me: and as ſpeaking 
directly to my Condition and Circumitances. Sing. 
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O barren, thou that did not bear; break forth into 
Singing, &c. Fear not thou, for thou ſhalt not be à4- 
ſhamed ; neither be thou confounded, for thou ſhalt not 
be put to Shame : Thou ſhalt forget the Shame of thy 
Youth, &c. Here beyond Expreſſion a Senſe of the 
Love of God reviv'd, and comforted my Soul in the 
Reading of thoſe Words, For thy Maker is thine 
Husband, the Lord of Hoſts is his Name: and by 
Redeemer the Holy one of Iſrael, the God of the whole 
Earth ſhall he be called. For a ſmall moment have I for- 
ſaken thee, but with great Mercies will I gather thee. 
In a little Wrath I hid my Face from thee for amoment, 
but with Everlaſting Kindneſs will I have Mercy on 
thee, ſaith the Lord thy Redeemer. The Mauntains 
Pall depart, and the Hills be re moved; but my Kind- 
neſs ſhall not depart from thee, ſaith the Lord that hath 
Mercy on thee. Oh thou afflitted, tofſed with Tempet, 
and not Comforted, behold 1 will lay thy Stones with 
Jo Colours, and lay thy Foundations with Saphlres, 

Go > 

WHAT a powerful Joy ſpread over my Mind, 
upon the ſuiting theſe Promiſes to my own Condi- 
tion, and applying them to the Caſe of my Soul ? 
thought my ſelf one of thoſe, to whom in a Spiri- 
tual Senſe they belong'd 3 and while I could look 
upon myſelf as ſuch a one, l was greatly elevated and 
pleaſed ; but ſo ſhort and broken were my times of 


Conſolation, that ona ſudden all my Joys and Hopes 


would be turn'd into Diſtruſt and Fears: and un- 
der the moſt Melancholy Apprehenſions I was ready 
to conclude that I was yet in the Gall of Bitterneſs, 
and Bond of iniquity. Thus I continued ſeveral 


Days; ſometimes full of Hope, at others ready to 


ſink with Fear. One time when I was extremely 


dejected, I went into my Father's Study, to look 
| into 
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into ſome of his Books ; and happily met with Bax- 
ter's Call to the Unconverted: In which, Reading 
the Text inſiſted on, I went away with a great deal 
of Encouragement, Say unto them, as I live ſaith the 
Lord God, I have no fl in the Death of the Wick- 
ed, but that the Wicked turn from his way, and live: 
Turn ye, turn ye from your Evil ways; for why will 
ye die, O Houſe of Iſrael? Ezek. xxxiii. II. 

A another time when I was got into a Room by 
my ſelf, earneſtly begging of God to teach me my 
Duty, and to ſhew me my State; 1 heard my Fa- 
ther underneath me; and reſolv'd with my ſelf to go 
to him, and ask him what I ſhould do to be ſaved ; 
deſigning to give him an account of all that had 

aſsd. Iwent down ſoftly to his very Door; but 
Fad not Boldneſs enough to venture in (for I was. 
always afraid of diſcovering things of this Nature) 
I ſtood at the Door for ſome time, but, at length, 
return'd up again, without letting him know any 
thing of the matter (ſo 1he Devil often makes us con- 
ceal our Caſe, when the Diſcovery of it would be for our 
. greatef Advantage). I promiſed, and reſolved, 

that if God would but give me ſome Token of his 
Acceptance of what I had already been doiag, 1 
would for the future give up my ſeltentirely to him. 
Till I had obtain'd ſome Satisfaction in this Caſe, I 
purpoſed to continue earneſt and importunate in 
Prayer, and never to omit it when I had opportu- 
nity. This made me when I could not get time for 
ſet Prayers, to abound in Pious Ejaculations; and 
with the Pſalmiſt often cry, Whom have I in Heaven, 
O Lord ! but thee? And there is none upon Earth, 
that I deſire beſides thee, Oh come Lord Jeſus; come 
Bleſſed Spirit, take vp thine abode in my Soul; and 


the like. | 
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ALL the while I was very deſirous to know how 
I might be ſure of my Salvation, and that my Peace 


was made with God. But as I begg'd for the Com- 
fort of knowing I was in a fafe State, my own 


Thoughts preſently reply'd, that I minded my Di- 


verſions more than my Duty to God; that I had too 
great a Love for the Vanities of this World; too 
much hearken'd to the Euticements, and Temptati- 
ons of the Devil: that I hurry'd over my Devotion 
for the ſake of Trifles. I therefore immediately re- 
ſolv'd to amend in all this; and this Reſolution I 
determin'd to proceed upon, That whatever hinder d 
my ſerving of God, I would forſake it, and have no 
more to do with it. 1 ph 

IN a very unſettled, doubting Condition I re- 
main'd for ſeveral Weeks, not knowing what to 
think of my ſelf ; till at length my Father going to 
Preach at Chipping-no#ton, and taking me along with 
him, to my Uncle Dictons; when Publick Worſhip 
was concluded, 1n the Evening a Sermon was read 
in my Uncle's Family, upon this Text; He is able 
to ſave to the utter moſt all thoſe that come unto God 
by him; ſeeing he ever liveth to make Interceſſion for 
17s, Heb. vii. 25. This fill'd me with a ſudden, and 
ſurprizing Joy; and ſuch as had like to have torc'd 
me to break out aloud ;” What ſhall I render to the 
Lord for all his Benefits ? Bleſſed bg that God, who 
in great Mercy has heard my Prayer, and my Sup- 
plications. © 1 will now love thee, and ſerve thee all 
the Days of my Life, O God! the God of my Salva- 
tion. Then | found the Spirit of God witneſſing with 
my Spirit, that I was a Child of God, enabling me to 
* act in another manner than before I had 

One. | | | N | 
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IT'S impoſſible for me to expreſs, or again to 
conceive of the Tranſports of my Soul : when I did 
not only believe, but was fo aſſur'd, as that the whole 
World could not perſuade me to the contrary, That 
I was now united to Chriſt ; and become an Heir of 
Glory. Ino longer doubted of his Favour, or his 
becoming my Saviour, and Lord. 

THUS I that was a Captive of the Devil, and a 
Child of Wrath, was brought into the Glorious Li- 
berty of the Sons of God. I that before was Loath- 
ſome and Abominable in the ſight of bim, who is of 
purer Eyes than to behold Iniquity; now could look 
upon my ſelf as the Object of his Complacency, and 
Delight. I that before durſt not look up to God, 
but with Horror; thought of him as an Impartial 
Judge taking Vengeance on the Ungodly ; now 
could behold him asa Tender, Reconcil'd Father. 

O HOW did my Heart burn with Love to this 
God that had ſo loved me; and wrought fo bleſſed 
a Change in my Mind, my Iuclinations, my Purpoſes, 
and Deſigns? I was no longer terrify'd at the 
Threatnings denounc'd againſt the Wicked, and 
Impenitent : I could read my Title to the Kingdom 
of Heaven in the Promiſes of the Goſpel ; and did 
not any more doubt of my Intereſt in all that be- 
long'd to the Regenerate, and Righteous, thro? the 
Merits of my Dear Redeemer. _ 5 

HERE I begun my Songs of Praiſe; aſcribing 
all Glory to the Spirit of God, who by ſuch means, 
and in ſuch a manner, had brought about my Con- 
verſion ; and had reſcu'd me from the Slavery of 
Sin and Satan, Bleſſed, yea Bleſſed, and for ever 
Ador'd be thy Name, moſt Gracious God ! who 
hadſt pity on ſuch a poor Worm as | am, I would 
attempt to praiſe thee now as well as I can ; but

. 
Eternity it ſelf will he little enough to ſpend in the 
rapturous Contemplations of thy condeſcending 
Grace, and Goodneſs ; and in ſinging Hallelujah's 
for this diſtinguiſhing Love in making me a Monu- 
ment of thy pardoning Mercy. Thus far I went, as 
near as I can remember, when I was about Twelve 
Years Old. | 


OW to proceed to my After-behaviour, and 
the Obſeryations made ſince that Seaſon. I 
remain'd ſerene, and quiet in my Mind for ſame 
time, but O the Cunning, and Subtilty of our grand 
Adverſary ! who goes about contlaually ſeeking 
whom he may aiſturb, as well as whom he may de- 
vour. I had not long enjoy'd the Comfort of my 
State, before the Devil found au opportunity to 
offer ſuch Thoughts as theſe ; which I fooliſhly, and 
to my great Diſadvantage hearken'd to. Thou art 
nom Converted, and lodg'd under the Protection of an 
Almighty Saviour: He will now watch over thee, live 
as thou wilt; and will preſerve thee from all the Powers 
of Hell, ſo as that thou ſhalt never be ſnatch'd out of his 
Hand. Thou needeſt not fear falling away; Chriſt will 
take care that none of his Elect miſcarry : Thou art one 
of them, and therefore needeſt not be any further con- 
 Fern'd about thy Salvation; this is what hall undoubt ed- 
ly be ſecur d. . 

WITH {ſuch and the like Perſuaſions, ſo skilfully 
ſuited to my Temper, and Inclinations at that Jun- 
cture; I was To poſſeſs'd, and over-rul'd as (to my 
great Sorrow) to grow negligent in Duty ; and ve- 
ry careleſs in the Service of God: Nay, as if I had 
now cone with Religion, I thought there was not 
ſo much occaſion or need for any of thoſe Prayers, 


and Tears; of that Watebtulneſs, and Carefulneſs 


in 
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in my ways as there was betore. Aud while I liv'd 
under the Influence of ſuch Temptations as theſe, I 
 wonder'd to hear Chriſtians complaining of the Dif- 
ficulcy of a Religious Life: In which I ſaw nothing 

but what was ſmooth and eaſy. 

- BUT afterwards I was convinc'd of my Sin in 
hearkning ta theſe Deviliſh Suggeſtions ; when 1 
found upon my neglect of ſerious fervent Prayer, 
and an unguarded Behaviour, that a ſenſe of Divine 
Favour was withdrawn; and very much of the Hap- 
ineſs, and Pleaſure of my Condition abated and loſt, 
2 applied my ſelf in a moſt humble manner 
to the Throne of Grace, begging of God, that he 
would make known to me my Errors; and ſhew me 
wherein I had done amiſs : promiſing, and reſolv- 

ing thro? his Grace, that I would do ſo no more. 

UPON this I was ſtruck with a very great Con- 
cern, for my giving way to the afore-mention'd De- 
luſions; and was made thronghly ſenſible that I was 
not ſo far out of the reach of the Devil, as to be out 

of danger; or to be above the Influence and Power 
of his Temptations, For tho”: he ſhould not be able 
to draw me totally, and wholly away from Chriſt, 
and the Salvation he has purchas'd for me; yet by 
complying with his Suggeſtions, 1 offended my God, 
and provok'd him to leſſen and withdraw the Mani- 
feſtations of his Love : And I found that if I did not 
keep cloſe to him in the way of Duty, he would 
not draw nigh to me in a way of Conſolation. Then 
I ſaw that I ſhould ſooni become a Prey to my watch- 
ful Enemy, if left to my felf. Therefore till I had 
truly, and ſincerely humbled my ſelf for that Sin, I 
could not regain my former Comforts. Here I learn'd 
from my own Experience, that all my Care, and En- 
deavours; all my Watchfulneſs, and Striving, would 
e 
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be little enough, with Divine Grace, and Aſliſtances 


to keep me from falling. Nor could I expect, or 
depend upon the Aids, and Aſſiſtances of God, if 
I did not continue importunately to requeſt em, 
and ſeek for them. . 5 | 

THE Truth of theſe things the great God is a 
Witneſs to; whoſe dealings with me I have faith» 


Fully but cannot now fully give an acconnt of. I am 
Conſcious I have omitted a great deal that might 
have been worthy of recording, thro* my forget- 


fulneſs : Never deſigning to commit any thing of this 
nature to Writing till of late. . Nor would I do it 
now in Oftentation, or as one that thinks I have any 
Cauſe to boaſt ; but in the deepeſt Humility and ſelf 
Abaſement. Ir is not owing to my ſelf that I am 
what I am; *tis wholly to be aſcrib'd to the free 
Grace of God : who will have Mercy, on whom he 
will have Mercy. O Lord! thou ſaweſt nothing in 
me more than in others, for the ſake of which thou 
ſhould} ſet thy Love upon me. If ſome had been 
bleſſed wich the Advantages that I have had, they 
would have improved them much better than I have 
done. Adored be thy Name, that thou haſt choſen 
me as a Veſſel of Mercy, and made me a Monument 
of thy Aſtoniſhing Grace and Goodnels, 


Now to what has been related, I wonld further 
Add the following general Experiences and 
Obſervations. 5% 4 ; 

I HAVE always found that God is Faithful to his 
Word in- fulfilling all the Promiſes on which I have 
hoped from time to time. That the ways of Holi- 
neſs are indeed ways of Pleaſantneſs, and all its Paths
